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BOSSES at a power station 
where a father-of-three was 
crushed to death have admitted 
breaching health and safety 
laws. 

Energy Power Resources Ltd 
(EPR), which owns Elean Power 
Station in Sutton, has pleaded 
guilty to two charges in total, the 
Weekly News can confirm. 

The firm was charged following the death 
of 53-year-old Gary Darnell at the site, 
which is home to the largest straw burning 
power station in the world. 

Mr Darnell, who was employed as a lorry 
driver for Soham trucking firm Turners, was 
unloading straw at the station on Sept¬ 
ember 16, 2008, when one of the bales 
toppled off a crane and fell on him. Despite 
colleagues’ efforts to lift the bale off him, Mr 
Darnell was pronounced dead at the scene. 

An inquest into his death last year record¬ 
ed a verdict of accidental death but charges 
have since been made against the company 
following investigations by the Health and 
Safety Executive. 

Representatives from the firm appeared 
at Cambridge Crown Court last Thursday, 
where guilty pleas were entered for two 
charges of failing to discharge a duty to 
which it is subject by virtue of sections of 
the Health and Safety at Work Act.

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Results smash 
school records 


RECORDS tumbled 
across the Ely area as 
schools celebrated their 
best ever sets of GCSE 
results. 

Hundreds of students coll¬ 
ected their results on Tuesday 
morning, sparking celebrations 
at many schools. 

The Government assesses 
schools by the number of 
pupils achieving at least five 
GCSEs at grades A*-C. 

At the King’s School Ely, 
pupils and staff were jubilant 
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after securing the best ever set 
of results, with 99 per cent of 
students achieving five or more 
passes at grades A*-C, and of 
those, 59 per cent scooped the 
top A* and A marks. 

Among those who achieved 
10 GCSEs, all at A* and A, at the 
region’s oldest independent 
school, were 16-year-old twins 
Beth and Rebecca Rowson. 

Sue Freestone, head of 
King’s, said: “We are so proud 
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of these young people. It is a 
real pleasure to know that they 
have done themselves and 
their teachers justice.”

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New bank to 
meet demand 

A NEW plastic bottle recycling bank 
will be installed at a site plagued by fly- 
tippers. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) will set up the bank at 
the recycling facility in Downham 
Road, Ely, following calls for extra 
capacity at the site. 

Strong demand to recycle the 
bottles and a shortage of banks meant 
residents were simply leaving their 
bottles piled up beside them, making 
the area look “hideous”, according to 
locals. 

ECDC hopes the new bank will help 
ease the problem. To make way for it, 
the existing clothing bank has been 
moved to the council’s headquarters 
on Nutholt Lane. 

Dave White, the authority’s waste 
strategy team leader, said: “Following 
feedback from residents we have 
provided an extra plastic bottle bank 
in an attempt to reduce problems with 
overflowing recycling banks and keep 
the area tidier. 

“I would urge residents to put all the 
recyclables in the correct container 
and not leave any on the pavement if 
there is no space in the banks. 

“Leaving material around the 
banks, even if intended for recycling, 
makes a mess and counts as fly- 
tipping.” 

If recycling banks are full, residents 
should either visit an alternative site or 
keep hold of the rubbish until they 
have been emptied. 

■ The waste and recycling collection 
days will also be changing for one 
week to allow for the Bank Holiday on 
Monday, and all collections will take 
place one day later than normal. 



Disabled girl’s night 
of misery at concert 


A DISABLED girl is “devastated” 
after her dream birthday treat was 
ruined. 

Shelby Powell, who suffers 
from a rare condition called 
metatrophic dysplasia, is confined 
to a wheelchair most of the time 
as her bones are too weak. 

The condition prevents the 11- 
year-old from growing properly 
and despite her age, she has 
osteoporosis, which has caused 
her spine to curve. 

As a birthday treat, her aunt, 
Diana Read, decided to take 
Shelby to see pop band Westlife 
at Newmarket Racecourse. 

Shelby was “over the moon” to 
see the foursome along with her 
aunt, sister Taylor, 9, and cousin 
Natalie, 21. 

But they say the concert, on 
Friday, August 13, was ruined 
after they were made to sit at the 
back of the thousands-strong 
crowd. 

Mrs Read, 42, from Soham, 
described the racecourse’s 
disabled facilities as “shocking” 
and wrote to bosses there 
demanding answers. 

She told the Weekly News: 

“I’ve been to many events at the 
racecourse but it wasn’t until I 
took Shelby with me that I realised 
how poor the disabled facilities 
are. 

“Being huge Westlife fans, 
Shelby and the girls were so 
excited that we left hours in 


advance. We wanted the best spot 
we could get and ended up being 
one of the first groups there. 

“We were near the front of the 
stage but were then told by 
stewards that we would have to 
move because of Shelby being in 
a wheelchair.” 

Mrs Read and the girls were 
told to go to a concrete area at the 
back as there was “nowhere else” 
for them to go. 

Mrs Read said: “It was 
shocking. The back was perfect 
for people watching the races but 
Shelby and the girls weren’t 
interested in that. 

“All we could see was the back 
of people. Shelby was devastated. 
Surely people in wheelchairs 
should be near the front so they 
can actually see what’s going 
on?” 

Since sending a letter, Mrs 
Read has received a reply stating 
that there are disabled facilities 
close to the front of the stage and 
that the racecourse had recently 
doubled its disabled facilities. 

But she said: “This is either a 
lie or the stewards didn’t know 
where to send us. There was 
nowhere for us to go and nobody 
was there to help.” 

She is now urging the 
racecourse to upgrade its 
facilities for others who may visit 
for concerts. 

Newmarket Racecourse 
refused to comment. 


Medics called to 
unconscious woman 

THE air ambulance was called after 
a woman suffered a serious 
medical emergency. 

The 50-year-old woman, from Little 
Downham, was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge, where she is said to be 
in a serious but stable condition. 
Emergency services, including a 
land ambulance and the air 
ambulance, were called to an 
address in Bishops Close just after 
4.30pm on Monday. 

Paramedics discovered the woman 
was unconscious but breathing 
and she was taken to hospital by 
land ambulance. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said: 
“She had suffered a serious 
medical condition and needed 
urgent treatment.”

Councillor gets ban Summer 

after row at meeting Savers 


A COUNCILLOR has been banned 
from attending meetings after 
being found guilty of disrespecting 
his colleagues. 

Cllr Owen Winters, a member of Little 
Downham Parish Council, could be exclud¬ 
ed from council meetings for up to six 
months after he was found to have breach¬ 
ed a code of conduct. 

The action has been taken by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s standards 
hearing sub-committee after he was alleged 
to have been disrespectful to and bullied 
fellow councillors. 

Cllr Winters was accused of contravening 
the parish council’s code of conduct on two 
separate occasions in a total of four ways. 

The first incident related to a discussion 
that took place in the district council’s 
reception area prior to a district council 
planning committee meeting on November 
4, 2009. A report from the sub-committee 
said that Cllr Winters addressed the 
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planning committee “as an objector” 
regarding an item on the agenda. 

The others involved an incident between 
Cllr Winters and parish council chairman 
Debbie Adams-Payne at a meeting the 
following day. 

The report said: “There was a disagree¬ 
ment between the chairman and Cllr 
Winters regarding the use of the public 
forum item. 

“Cllr Winters did not respond to the 
chairman’s question as to whether the item 
he was speaking about was on the agenda. 
Cllr Adams-Payne got up, spoke, threatened 
to resign, left the meeting and slammed the 
door. 

“The meeting was abandoned after the 
planning items on the agenda.” 

The panel at the sub-committee hearing, 
found Cllr Winters has contravened the 


code of conduct by failing to treat others 
with respect at the parish council meeting 
on November 5 and “conducting himself in 
a manner which could reasonably be 
regarded as bringing your authority into 
disrepute” at the same meeting. 

But they found he had not bullied his 
fellow councillors and not disrespected 
them during the incident on November 4. 

Cllr Winters was unavailable for 
comment. 

Philip Taylor, chairman of the sub¬ 
committee, said: “I think we gave Cllr 
Winters a fair hearing and came up with an 
appropriate punishment.” 

Cllr Winters has been banned from 
attending meetings for up to six months 
and can only contact the parish clerk in 
writing. 

He must also submit a written apology to 
all his fellow councillors, the clerk and the 
council’s ex-chairman Rick Stacey. 

He must also undergo code of conduct 
training.

-ban man 

A MAN who had so many 
points on his driving licence 
that it was “too expensive” 
to insure his vehicle has 
now been banned from the 
road.

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Drivers to fight 
silver taxi plan 


TAXI firms are joining forces 
to fight “ridiculous” plans to 
make them all buy new silver 
cars to create a uniformed 
fleet. 

Council bosses are considering 
introducing new regulations which 
could see all taxis in the district 
having to be silver. 

Drivers in the Ely area have 
formed the East Cambridgeshire 
Taxi and Private Hire Association to 
show East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) that they “will not 
back down”. 

Alan Cole, owner of Alan Taxis in 
Ely, who set up the association, says 
more than 30 drivers have signed 
up already. 

Mr Cole said: “We don’t know 
what the council are thinking - 
these ridiculous plans should be 
abandoned. It is inflicting unnec¬ 
essary costs on us as the taxi system 
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works well enough as it is. 

“With clear signage, people know 
they are getting into licensed taxis 
and it works.” 

If put in place, the new rules 
would force all taxi companies to 
adopt the single uniform colour 
within five years, with changes to 
signage and licences also required. 

Cabbies say the plans are “ridic¬ 
ulous” and would cost them thous¬ 
ands of pounds. Some even say it 
could force them out of business, 
but the council is still considering 
introducing the changes. 

John Skipper, owner of A10 Taxis 
in Ely, said: “Silver is one of the most 
common colours on the road and 
they don’t realise how much they 
are going to ruin things if they go 
ahead with this. 


“There are about 20 shades of 
silver on the market. How are we 
meant to have all the same? 

“Also, if every single cab in the 
district is the same colour and so 
similar to normal vehicles on the 
road, people are going to get con¬ 
fused. It’ll definitely be a decision 
the council will regret.” 

Mr Cole added: “By forming the 
association we want taxi drivers to 
have a voice. We need to show the 
council that this is the wrong move 
before a decision is made.” 

A meeting scheduled to discuss 
the issue this month was deferred 
until September. 

A spokesman for the council said: 
“Investigations into these new 
legislations are ongoing and we will 
be reporting back to the licensing 
committee in September.”

FRUSTRATED shopkeep¬ 
ers are urging disabled 
motorists to stop parking 
outside their stores. 

Traders on Forehill, Ely, say 
blue badge holders are obst¬ 
ructing the street by parking on 
double yellow lines outside 
their shops. 

Disabled drivers are allowed 
to park on double yellow lines 
for a maximum of three hours. 
But badge holders are parking 
on both sides of Forehill, mak¬ 
ing it difficult for other motor¬ 
ists, including delivery drivers, 
to drive up and down the hill. 

City councillor Elaine Griffin- 
Singh, who trades on Forehill 
and is chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, said: “They 
are causing chaos. The issue of 
disabled drivers parking in 
Forehill has been around for

quite a while but things are now 
getting worse. 

“We understand that they 
have the right to park there but 
it’s not fair on shopkeepers and 
members of the public when 
they park each side of the road. 

“It’s bringing Forehill to a 
stand still at times, particularly 
on market days. 

“There are plenty of disabled 
parking bays in and around Ely 
so motorists should be using 
them, not clogging up our 
street.” 

A member of staff from U.S A 
Chicken said: “Thursdays are 
particularly bad as it is market 
day. 

“We understand that disabled 
drivers want to get as close to 


the shops and facilities as 
possible but they should do it 
more responsibly. 

“When they park each side of 
Forehill it is actually quite 
dangerous. It is also a nightmare 
for delivery drivers as they often 
struggle to get to the shop they 
need to as cars are in the way.” 

A spokesman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
confirmed complaints had been 
made about irresponsible 
parking along Forehill. 

The spokesman added: 
“There is not much we can do 
about blue badge holders 
parking on double yellow lines 
as it is legal for them to do so. 

“However, we would urge 
disabled motorists to be resp¬ 
onsible about where they leave 
their vehicles and what impact 
their parking is having on 
others.”

Sir, Regarding your story about the 
Haddenham cannabis farm bust 
(Man faces court after £2.5m 
cannabis bust-August 19) 

“By keeping cannabis as a class B 
drug, it’s possible that, far from 
deterring its use, we actually increase 
its cachet” - this quotation is from an 
article in The Guardian on October 29 
last year and based on a longer 
version published by the Centre for 
Crime and Justice Studies at Kings 
College, London, which itself was 
based on a lecture delivered by 
Professor Nutt. 

Sometimes, don’t you just feel like 
sticking your neck out over an issue. 
Oh yes, you are liable to get your head 
bitten off but let’s go ahead and do it 
anyway. 

What a silly situation we have got 
ourselves in over prohibition of a 
weed that has been grown and 
smoked for thousands of years. As 
with alcohol it simply does not stop it 
being consumed and we are paying 
for this silly situation in rates and 
taxes. Handing the trade to gangsters 
is funding more serious crime and is 
diminishing respect for the law; in the 
corruption of individuals and 
institutions and even the 
destabilising of governments we are 
actually creating problems. This 
prohibition does more harm than 
good. 

It is now widely regarded as less 
harmful to health than alcohol and 
tobacco by experts like Professor 
Nutt, who wrote the above words 
before resigning from the 
government’s Advisory Council on 
die Misuse of Drugs last year. 

It is now smoked and ingested in 
private living rooms, at public clubs 
and parties by millions of all kinds of 
people. The young and old from all 
walks of life, from director’s 
boardrooms to bums on beaches 
imbibing for fun and relaxation, for 
some it is for relief from some painful 
medical symptoms (now legal in 
California) and yet the general 
illegality persists. 

Thus is proved the foresight indicated 
by hundreds of the great and good of 
the 1967 era some of us well (or 
hazily) remember. They signed and 
supported the full page Times 
advertisement which proclaimed: 
“The law against marijuana is 
immoral in principle and unworkable 
in practice”, and then quoted from 
Baruch Spinoza, regarded by some as 
the prince of C17 rationalist 
philosophers: 

“All laws which can be violated 
without doing anyone any injury are 
laughed at. Nay, so far are they from 
doing anything to control the desires 
and passions of man that, on the 
contrary, they direct and incite men’s 
thoughts toward these very objects; 
for we always strive toward what is 
forbidden and desire the things we 
are not allowed to have. And men of 
leisure are never deficient in the 
ingenuity needed to enable them to 
outwit laws framed to regulate things 
which cannot be entirely forbidden 
... He who tries to determine 
everything by law will foment crime 
rather than lessen it.” 

So after many years of pointlessly 
wrecking individual lives, of banging 
people up in gaols at enormous 
public expense, we have fostered an 
untaxed service industry that has 
grown and flourished to enormous 


size and is now under our noses here 
in our fenland villages. 

For how much longer will this farce 
continue? Others need to stick their 
necks out, especially politicians.

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Tanker driver charged 
over collision on track 


A TANKER driver from 
Littleport has app¬ 
eared in court follow¬ 
ing a train crash in 
Suffolk last week. 

Arvydas Bartasius app¬ 
eared before magistrates in 
Bury St Edmunds last Friday 
accused of endangering the 
safety of railway users by 
driving a lorry on to a level 
crossing without notifying 
railway signallers. 

Bartasius, 38, who was 
unhurt, did not enter a plea 
and was given conditional 
bail to appear in court again 
on October 1. 

The National Express East 
Anglia 5.31pm service, 
carrying more than 20 
passengers and thought to 
have been travelling at up to 
60mph, cut the tanker in 
two as it made its way from 
Sudbury station to Marks 
Tey last Tuesday. 

Locals said they helped 
bleeding and dazed passen¬ 
gers off the train and told of 
hearing a sound “like a 
bomb”. 

Jack Barnett, 65, a retired 
lorry driver who lives about 
100 yards from the scene of 
the crash, said: “We were

sitting having our tea. There 
was a very, very loud bang. 
I’ve never heard anything 
like it. 

“I came running out to 
see what had happened and 
we saw that the train had 
crashed. The train was 
upright but the passengers 
had been knocked about. 
They had cuts and bruises.” 

Bartasius, an employee of 
waste management firm JK 
Environmental, which has 
offices in Royston, was 
taking sludge from a nearby 
sewage works. 

An Anglia Water spokes¬ 
man said: “We can confirm 
that the vehicle involved 
was not an Anglian Water 
tanker, but a tanker owned 


and operated by JK Environ¬ 
mental, which carries out 
work on our behalf. 

“The site is usually visited 
by a tanker once or twice a 
week and has been since 
1962, without incident. Due 
to the ongoing investig¬ 
ation, we are unable to 
provide further details at 
this stage.” 

A trackside sign tells 
drivers to phone rail officials 
for permission to cross the 
track. 

One of the train’s two 
carriages was derailed and 
21 people, including the 58- 
year-old train driver, were 
hurt. He remains critically ill 
after suffering severe 
abdominal injuries.

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Tax rebate 
phone con 
warning 

CON artists posing as the taxman 
are preying on Cambridgeshire 
families. 

HM Revenue & Customs 
(HMRC) is warning taxpayers in 
to be vigilant following reports 
that thieves are making phone 
calls pretending to be the taxman. 

The fraudsters tell taxpayers 
they are due a tax rebate, and ask 
for their bank card details over the 
phone. They then attempt to take 
money from the account using 
the details provided. Victims risk 
having their bank accounts 
emptied and their personal 
details sold on to criminal gangs. 

The warning comes amid a 
recent surge in the number of tax 
scam “phishing” emails reported 
to HMRC. 

In the last three months, HMRC 
has shut down over 180 websites 
that were responsible for sending 
out the fake tax rebate emails. 

Chris Hopson, director of 
customer contact at HMRC said: 
“We only ever contact customers 
who are due a tax refund in 
writing by post. We never use 
telephone calls, emails or external 
companies in these circum¬ 
stances. 

“We strongly urge anyone 
receiving such a phone call not to 
give any information to the caller, 
but report it to the police straight 
away.”

Fight won to

magistrates had referred to case 
law relating to a hearing held at 
Aldershot Magistrates’ Court, 
where a similar “no-names” 
order had been made for two 
high-ranking police officers.

Pharmacy plans to 
meet extra demand

VILLAGERS could soon be collect¬ 
ing their prescriptions from a new 
pharmacy. 

St George’s Medical Centre in Littleport 
wants to expand its service at its site in 
Parsons Lane. 

Dr S J Maher and Partners, who own the 
medical centre, have applied to NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to create the pharmacy inside 
the centre and plans are out to public 
consultation. 

Littleport Parish Council is supporting the 
plan. Lynda Clark-Jones, parish council 
clerk, said: “We have Lloyds Pharmacy in the 
village which is good. But at the medical 
centre, only people who live within a mile of 
it can use the pharmacy there. 

“There are 9,500 people in Littleport now 
so it is something we need. It would mean 
people like me would then be able to use it 
at the medical centre instead of having to go 
to Lloyds or even into Ely” 

The decision lies with the Primary Care 
Trust and has already been approved by 
planners. 

Yvonne Bartram, managing partner at the 
medical centre, said: “At the moment we can 
only dispense to around 30 per cent of the 
population. 

“We want to have this new pharmacy so 
that local residents have more choice. 

“Littleport had two pharmacies when 
there were less than 7,000 people living here 
so we are confident that two are needed, 
bearing in mind how much the village has 
grown, and continues to grow” 

A decision is expected in the autumn.

“Mr Taylor got out the vehicle, stood in 
front of it to try and stop her from 
driving away and then punched his fist 
through the windscreen. 

“He has since been receiving coun¬ 
selling for his cannabis habit and other 
issues and is said to be making good 
progress.” 

Taylor, of Windmill Close, Ely, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of criminal damage at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court. 

Unrepresented in court, he said: “I’m 
really sorry about what happened, 
especially because my son saw it. 

“I'm trying hard to sort things out 
now.” 

Taylor was fined £65 and ordered to 
pay £100 in court costs and victim 
surcharge.

The big film 



SALT (12A, 100 mins) 
Action/Thriller. Angelina Jolie, 

Liev Schreiber, Chiwetel Ejiofor, 
Daniel Olbrychski, August Diehl 
and Andre Braugher.

ANGELINA Jolie’s first film for two 
years takes itself far too seriously. 
Salt, named after the CIA operative 
played by Jolie, is a thinly-veiled 
attempt at making a Bourne-esque 
franchise, but rather than be 
genuinely gripping, the plot starts 
slow, is predictable and the script is 
cliched. 

The action opens “two years ago” in 
North Korea, where we find an 
unfeasibly blonde Jolie stripped to 
her underwear, bound and covered 
in blood. 

She’s released with the help of her 
German arachnologist boyfriend 
(Diehl) and we flash forward to their 
spider-strewn apartment, on their 
wedding anniversary. 

At CIA HQ in Washington, Evelyn 
Salt is set to leave for the day, when 
she and her boss Winter (Schreiber) 
are called to interrogate Russian 
defector Orlov (Olbrychski) who 
accuses Salt of being part of a cell 
of Russian sleeper spies who are 
about to be activated in what he 
terms Day X. 

Salt, he claims, will kill the Russian 


President at the American vice- 
president’s funeral in New York. 
Realising her husband’s in danger, 
Salt tells Winter: “I’m not a goddamn 
Russian spy”, before blasting her 
way out of the building and jumping 
from truck to truck in a car chase. 
Cue cheesy flashbacks of Evelyn 
meeting her husband for the first 
time in a hot-house, as she finds 
he’s not at home and kits herself up 
to head to New York. 

While crowds mass round a church 
before the funeral, Salt evades her 
CIA colleagues and slips into the 
subway and the church vault to 
carry out the assassination of the 


Russian president. But is she really a 
sleeper spy? 

Jolie can still kick some serious butt 
- there’s a huge body count in the 
film - but too often it seems she’s 
just going through the motions and 
some of the high-octane moments 
lack spark. 

Chiwetel Ejiofor is on form as the 
counter-intelligence officer who 
chases Salt throughout the film, and 
is integral to the final scene which 
sets up a sequel. If there are tongue- 
in-cheek moments, they don’t raise 
a laugh and the dull colour palette 
does nothing to lift the film out of the 
realms of mediocrity.

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Plant carefully and enjoy 
a colourful late summer 


D on’t be 

downhearted if 
your summer 
borders look a little 
faded, because you can 
still have a riot of colour 
in late summer if you 
plant carefully 
Blazing crocosmias and red 
hot pokers, burnt orange 
heleniums and deep yellow 
rudbeckias will brighten up 
any border at this time of year, 
partnered with impressive 
foliage plants such as the 
smoke bush (Cotinus) and 
cordyline. 

Dahlias, hollyhocks, 
Michaelmas daisies, 
nasturtiums, day lilies and 
summer-flowering euphorbias 
provide much-needed 
freshness. Many combine well 
with perennial verbenas and 
grasses. 

Try growing thistle-like 
Cynara (a group which 
includes the cardoon and 
globe artichoke), which 
produces handsome foliage 
and dramatic purple thistle 
flower heads at the back of a

border to add summer interest 
to shrubs, or allow them to 
grow through cottage garden 
favourites. 

Plant sun-loving cone 
flowers (Echinacea), in shades 
of pink and white. The daisy¬ 
like flowers and height (they 
can grow to 120cm (4ft tall) 
mean they work well towards 
the back of the border, they 
attract bees and butterflies and 
add impact alongside globe 
thistle (Echinops) and 
monarda. 

You may have to go to a 
specialist grower to find 
perennial sunflowers 
(Helianthus) but it will be 
worth it for the zingy yellow 
blooms they produce in late 


summer. 

Like their annual cousins, 
they like a warm, sunny spot, 
but perennial sunflowers aren’t 
fussy about soil provided they 
have good drainage. 

The flowers are more subtle 
than those of the annuals and 
there are numerous varieties, 
ranging from H. salicifolius, a 
tall plant with small daisy-like 
blooms which last well into 
autumn, to the golden yellow 
double variety ‘Lodden Gold’. 

Red Schizostylis coccinea 
‘Major’, russet-coloured 
Helenium ‘Moerheim Beauty’, 
cool yellow Phygelius aequalis 
‘Yellow Trumpet’, blue 
Agapanthus Headbourne 
Hybrids and bright blue Aster 
frikartii ‘Monch’ all provide late 
colour. 

Dark-leaved caster oil plants 
and orange-flowered dahlias 
such as D. ‘David Howard’ 
provide striking colour, along 
with tall red hot pokers such as 
Kniphofia rooperi and the 
deep red D. ‘Altami Corsair’, all 
of which are attention 
grabbers. 

Use drifts of perennial 
border phloxes in the middle of 


borders to provide intense 
pools of summer colour. 
Herbaceous potentillas or 
small asters can be planted in 
front to hide the bare phlox 
stems. Phloxes are ideal follow- 
on plants for poppies and 
shouldn’t need staking except 
in windy gardens. Don’t let 
them dry out in summer as 
they need a moist soil. 

If you want to add late 
summer-flowering plants to an 
existing border, buy as many of 
the same colour and variety as 
you can afford and repeat- 
plant them through the border 
to unify it and develop a sense 
of rhythm. 

Such plants will need to have 
a distinct colour and 
reasonably long flowering 
season. Keep it simple and 
remember that limiting the 
colour palette can greatly 
increase the impact. 

In general, when mixing 
colours, aim either for all pastel 
shades - pale pinks, blues, 
mauves, creams - or strong 
contrasting colours - reds, 
yellows, strong blues and 
purples. If you mix strong 
colours with pastel ones, the

bright colours will swamp the 
more subtle ones. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Agapanthus 

I always seem to see 
agapanthus at their best in 
warmer climes, but it is 
possible to have plenty of 
success with these glorious 
globes of blue or white flowers 
in this country, as they come 
into their own in late summer. 
Growing to around 80cm 
(31 in) tall, the flowers appear 
above a fountain of strappy 
foliage in August and, while 
they’ve a reputation for being 
tender, some varieties such as 
the Headbourne Hybridswhile 
and the deciduous A. 


campanulatus can withstand 
frost. 

In milder gardens they are 
long-lived perennials which 
require little maintenance, 
while in cooler areas they will 
need a winter mulch of 
bracken or can be grown in 
containers which can be 
moved under cover in winter. 

They should be grown in an 
open, sunny spot in well- 
drained soil and make good 
plant partners for perennials 
including phlox and 
hemerocallis. 

If you’re growing them in 
pots, plant them on into bigger 
containers each spring using 
loam-based compost and add 
some slow-release fertiliser.

LAST week Cambridge 
Valet Service opened 
for business on Clifton 
Road Industrial Estate, 
promising to make 
your motor sparkle like 
it’s never sparkled 
before, writes Mike 
Scialom. 

“I’ve always liked things 
very clean anyway,” says 
founder Simon Walters 
cheerily when I met him at 
Cambridge Valet Centre’s 
frankly spotless premises 
off Hills Road last week. 
“The first vehicle I bought 
was very cheap and I 
cleaned it up every 
weekend for months, 
teaching myself as I went 
along. 

“My mate was in the car 
valeting trade and he said: 
‘You put me to shame, you 
should be doing that as a 
trade.’” 

And now he is: 
Cambridge Valet Centre is 
open and Simon, still only 
30ish, is outlining exactly 
how much expertise goes 
into restoring a car to its 
pristine state. 

For instance, I mention 
that my Mazda was keyed 
and needs paint 
restoration. How does that 
work? 

“We wouldn’t just want 
to mask the problem,” 
Simon says, “we measure 
the depth of paint at the 
level of microns using a 
paint gauge. 

“There’s three layers 
applied to a car: the first is 
the primer, the anti¬ 
corrosive coat. The second

is the paint coat and the 
last is the lacquer coat. 
Most workshops will rub 
the paint down to smooth 
out the marks - and quite 
often they’ll go through the 
lacquer and then the whole 
panel will need a respray. 

“We use Rupes’ top-of- 
the-range tools for 
polishing. We prep it first, 
use a pre-wax cleanser, and 
natural waxes from Brazil. 
Our oils, gels and hard 
compounds all imported 


direct from a New York 
firm, and we’ve got a young 
team with an eye for detail 
who are eager to learn.” 

It’s not just paintwork 
that can get sorted out, of 
course. Window tinting, 
alloy wheel refurbishment, 
dent removal, bumper 
repair, plus leather and 
carpet restoration are all 
on the menu. Plus, if you 
have a convertible, Cam¬ 
bridge Valet Centre special¬ 
ises in the Renova service, 


which sorts out mucky 
drop-top roofs. 

“Sometimes when we get 
them they’re like green 
after being left under trees 
for a year,” Simon says with 
a rueful smile, “and we 
have to soak them 
overnight, colour match it, 
clean it brush stroke by 
brush stroke because you 
can’t speed the process up. 

“We use a cleaner, 
reviver, proofer and a 
plastic window polish - we 


spray-test it to be sure it’s 
properly sealed: I’d never 
let one go out the door 
without it being 100 per 
cent.”
